BUSHING ATTACK ON TRUMAN ADMINISTRATION

POR TIMIDITY AND APPEASEMENT IS DELIVERED 
BY GENERAL MacARTDUR IN SENSATIONAL ADDRESS 


Dismissed Military Leader Says Policy is As Weak at 
Washington As It Has Been in Korea — Foresees 
Rapid Bankrupting of Nation and Tax-Slavery of 
American People — Warns Nation is Drifting Aim­ 
lessly Into Futile and Disastrous War. 


Because of its profound im­ 
portance as an 
inspirational 
rallying-cry for those who are 
dissatisfied with the disastrous 
national policy of this country, 
and because of the significance 
it unfailingly will have in de­ 
termining the course of the 
presidential contests now ap­ 
proaching, The Courier prints 
in full the text of an address 
delivered last night by Oeneral 
Douglas MacArthur before the 
M assachusetts legislature: 


. In this historic forum I recall 
vividly and reverently the memory 
of those great architects and de­ 
luders of liberty who immortalised 
{we Commonwealth of Massachu­ 
setts. To this section of the country 
men point as the cradle of our free­ 
dom. 
For here was established more 
than three centuries ago a declara­ 
tion of rights from which ultimate­ 
ly came the constitutional mandate 
guaranteeing 
our 
civil 
liberties. 
Here men arose militantly In pro­ 
test against the tyranny of oppres­ 
sive rule of burdensome taxation. 
,slier* men engaged in formal com­ 
bat to sever the distasteful bonds 
of colonial rule.. 
Here men etched the patriot’s 
pattern which all races who har­ 
bored in their hearts a love for 
freedom 
have 
since 
sought 
to 
emulate. Here men, by their cour­ 
age, vision and faith, forged a new 
concept of modern civilization. 
Before the descendants of these 
early American patriots I am hon­ 
ored, Indeed, to address this legis­ 
lative assembly in response to its 
thoughtful and kind Invitation. 
I 
rt> so with neither partisan affili­ 
ation nor political purpose. 
But I have been warned by many 
that an outspoken course, even lf 
it be solely of truth, will bring down 
upon my head ruthless retaliation 
—that efforts will be made to de­ 
ll atroy public faith in the integrity 
I of my views—not by force of just 
: argument but by the application of 
• the false methods of propaganda. 
I am told in effect I must follow 
; blindly the leader—keep silent—or 
I take the bitter consequences. 
» 
I had thought Abraham Lincoln 
had pinned down for all time this 
ugly code when he declared: ’’To 
ain by silence when they should 
protest makes cowards of men.” 
I shall raise my voice as loud 
and as often as I believe it to be 
in the Interest of the American 
people. I shall dedicate all of my 
energies to restoring to American 
'life those immutable principles and 
Ideals which your forebears and 


I mine handed down to us In sacred 
trust. I shall assist in the regain­ 
ing of that moral base for both 
public and private life which will 
restore the people’s faith in the in­ 
tegrity of public Institutions and 
the private faith of every man in 
the integrity of his neighbor. 
I shall set my course to the end 
j that no man need fear to speak 
the truth. I could not do less, for 
J the opportunities for service my 
country 
has given 
me and the 
honors it has conferred upon me 
have Imposed an obligation which 
is not discharged by the termina­ 
tion of public service.

The big majority by which the $400,000 sewer bond 
issue was approved in Bristol lait Tuesday is a tribute 
to the common sense of the community’s voters. 
I he extensions and improvements to the municipal 
sewer plant which the State has ordered will now be made 
in businesslike fashion, by the safest and least expensive 
method. 
For some weeks there has been an undercurrent of 
discussion of “authorities" in the borough, and the usual 
temptations have been advanced that these new inven­ 
tions offer an easy way to borrow money and postpone 
paying it back. 
It is fortunate for the community that Tuesday’s 
vote was, in effect, a resounding repudiation of the **nu- 
thority’’ approach for the muncipality's utility plants— 
both sewer and water. 
’’Authorities’’ have never been anything except a 
very expensive last resort for areas which have exhausted 
their borrowing capacity. They are much more expen­ 
sive than direct borrowing, although the cost usually 
shows dp in the rentals rather than in taxes. 
It would be a very poor bargain indeed for Bristol 
to “buy" a mill or two reduction in its tax rate, at the 
expense of a five- to eight-fold increase in water rates. 
It also would lie tragic for the borough to gamble w iths 
its water and sewer plants, and risk losing control of them I ESS*

Communist delegates to the truce way for improved living conditions. 
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talks in Korea made a "reasonable” 
and “more temperate” proposal on 
the withdrawal of "foreign troops," 
United Nations sources said after 
the ninth meeting at Kaesong. The 
offer, believed to call for merely the 
inclusion of the topic on the agcudu 
for future discussion, could, if ac­ 
cepted, speed the opening of formal 
armistice talks.
